2. F ailur e to cite all HIS Sections containing primary or 
related treatment of a topic will almost certainly lead the user 
to the conclusion that the citation provides the full HIS coverage 
on the referenced topic. That, it will tend to direct the user 
smiy from related treatment in other HIS Sections which might 
contain the desired information. 


3* lo illustrate the relationship between primary and 
secondary treatment of subject matter contained in the HIS, both 
of which must te consulted for full Information, attention is 
invited to "the HIS Correlation Quids", copy of which is attached 
hereto# This guide was prepared with a view to facilitating 
coerdination of HIS material during the preparatory stages. It 
was net considered necessary to distribute this guide to the 
recipients of the US as each published chapter contains a 
comprehensive table of Contents which shows the topic covered in 
each HIS element down to and including subsections.
